PLANS to transform Harlow’s Olympics 
anti-doping laboratories into a pioneer- 
ing medical research facility have been 
hailed as the town’s “Games legacy”. 

The drug-testing unit at GlaxoSmith-Kline’s 1 
New Frontiers Science Park in Flex Meadow i 

will be converted into the world’s first phe- 
nome centre, where experts hope to develop 
revolutionary new targeted treatments for 
diseases including diabetes and dementia. 

Scientists aim to do this by studying 
patients’ individual chemical make-up or 
‘phenome’- the ever-changing mixture of a 

molecules in their blood, urine and tissue deter- 
mined by a person’s genes and influenced by their ^ 
lifestyle and environment. 

This in turn will enable them to identify molecular bio¬ 
markers explaining an individual’s susceptibility to partic¬ 
ular diseases and their likelihood of responding to certain , 
drugs. i 

The use of cutting-edge equipment and facilities dev¬ 
eloped specifically for testing thousands of athletes com¬ 
peting at London 2012 will help researchers analyse sam¬ 
ples in a faster and more detailed manner than previously 
possible, helping speed up the development of safer and 
more effective therapies.

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Man appears in court after young mum is stabbed

A MAN has appeared in court 
accused of stabbing a young mum as 
she pushed her daughter’s buggy 
along a Harlow street. 

Sean McLoughlin, of Spring Hills, 
Harlow was charged with wounding 
22-year-old Stephanie Messenger 
with intent to cause grievous bodily 
harm and possessing a bladed article - 
a kitchen knife - in a public place. 

He is also charged with damaging 
the front door of Ms Messenger’s 
home in Moorfield and stealing her 


passport, bank card and keys on the 
same date. 

At a preliminary hearing at Chelm¬ 
sford Magistrates Court on Monday, 
the bench heard that Miss Messenger 
suffered a cut chin requiring six 
stitches and wounds to her forearm 
and stomach in the alleged attack in 
Abercrombie Way on Saturday. 

McLoughlin was remanded in cus¬ 
tody pending a plea and case manage¬ 
ment hearing at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on October 8. 


County aware of

A CARE home in Harlow which hit the 
headlines last year has been the subject of 
more than 90 complaints over the stan¬ 
dard of care provided to residents since 
the start of this year. 

According to Essex County Council figures, the 
authority launched a total of 93 “safeguarding” 
investigations at Partridge Care Centre, in 
Partridge Road, between January and June. 

Sixty-four related to neglect 
and a further 20 centred on alle¬ 
gations of physical abuse. The 
remaining nine involved accusa¬ 
tions of sexual, medical, finan¬ 
cial, emotional or “other” abuse. 

The county council said that so 
far only 12 of the 93 complaints - 
which have been raised by resi¬ 
dents, relatives and members of 
staff - had been found to be 
unsubstantiated. More than two- 
thirds of the investigations are 
ongoing. 

John Aldridge, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for adult social care, said the 
council was fully aware of the 
high number of concerns raised. 

“Essex County Council contin¬ 
ues to work with residents, rela¬ 
tives and the staff of Partridge 
Care Centre to promote good 
quality care and ensure that all 
residents are safeguarded, in part¬ 
nership with health colleagues, 
the Care Quality Commission 
and police,” he said. 

“We are fully aware of the 
number of safeguarding concerns 
which have been raised at 
Partridge Care Centre and active¬ 
ly encourage care professionals, 
relatives and residents to raise

concerns with us across the coun¬ 
ty. 

“This ensures that our safe¬ 
guarding team are aware of any 
potential issues which can then be 
investigated regardless of how 
minor they are, which in turn 
greatly reduces the risk of serious 
cases of harm or abuse.” 

The 117-person home was in 
the spotlight last year when two 
of its residents died after being 
hospitalised with “diabetes-relat¬ 
ed problems”. 

An Essex Police inquiry failed 


to find any evidence of criminal 
wrongdoing but an investigation 
by the Care Quality Commission 

- a Government health watchdog 

- highlighted serious concerns 
over staff training and standards. 

This led to ECC suspending all 
new referrals until March this 
year. 

Recent CQC inspections have 
indicated the home, which is run 
by Loughborough-based firm 
Rushcliffe Care, is making 
improvements, but inspectors 
remain concerned over medical 


record-keeping and a “lack of 
respect” shown to residents. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon told 
the Star he was concerned by the 
number of new complaints but 
said staff were clearly working 
hard to improve standards. 

“Essex County Council tells 
me the higher level of complaints 
is because of extra inspections 
they are carrying out,” he said “I 
have contacted Rushcliffe Care 
asking for an explanation, as well 
as the Care Quality Commission 
and the Department for Health.”

Hospital trust set to take over 
running of urgent care service 


THE Urgent Care Centre at Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital is set to be taken ‘in-house’ 
in a bid to improve the service for patients. 

The facility, which is currently commis¬ 
sioned by NHS West Essex and staffed by 
the South Essex NHS Partnership Trust 
(SEPT), will be taken over by the PAH NHS 
Trust by the end of September. 

The UGC, which is located next to the 
hospital’s A&E department, was opened in 
2010 following the closure of the NHS 
walk-in centre in Wych Elm. 

Its role is to assesss and treat patients suf¬ 
fering from minor to moderate health prob¬ 
lems that are not immediately life-threaten¬ 
ing but which could result in irreversible 
complications if left untreated. 

Rumours the service faced the axe began 
circulating last month after PAH issued 
SEPT with a notice to quit the site. But 
health chiefs have told the Star this is mere¬ 
ly a “contractual matter” between the two 
service providers flagging up the impending 
transfer. 

However, it remains unclear what will 


happen to SEPT staff working at the centre. 

Dr Rob Gerlis, chairman of the West 
Essex Clinical Commissioning Group, said 
the move would cut waiting times and 
reduce strain on the emergency department. 

“The urgent care service will continue at 
The Princess Alexandra Hospital,” he said. 
“A contractual change will mean there will 
be one service provider rather than two. 

“Having one provider for both urgent care 
and emergency services will improve the 
service for all patients as a more streamlined 
service will result in quicker treatment for 
all patients.” 

He added: “This is part of a wider pro¬ 
gramme to improve emergency and urgent 
care services. All health and social care 
services in west Essex are working together 
on this as a system. 

“We have involved clinicians and local 
people in this ongoing work with numerous 
workshops and public events and have 
recently written to key stakeholders about 
this. More involvement is planned for the 
autumn.”

Harlow Council leader Mark Wilkinson 
described the new centre as the town’s 
Olympic legacy. 

“This is confirmation of our reputation as a 
majorlocation in the ‘golden triangle’ 
connecting London, Cambridge and 
Oxford,” he told the Star. “Harlow is proud 
to have played its part in scientific discovery 
over many years. Long may this continue 
with many more scientific discoveries in the 
town. 

“The new lab, together with the Enterprise 
Zone and the Anglia Ruskin MedTech 
Campus, puts us on the world map as the 
location for cutting-edge developments in 
science and technology.” 

The £10m project, which was announced 
yesterday (Wednesday) by Prime Minister 
David Cameron at a Global Health Policy 
summit in London, will be co-funded over a 
five-year period by the Medical Research 
Council and the National Institute of Health 
Research. 

Opening in 2013, the centre will be operated 
by a collaboration of academic partners led 
by Imperial College London. Its facilities 
and expertise will be available to both 
universities and private medical firms 
worldwide.

Residents 1 anger 
at alley response

The Star reported last week that people 
living near the footpath running between 
residential properties in Old Orchard and 
the grounds of Abbotsweld Primary School 
want it blocked off because it acts as a mag¬ 
net for vandals, drug addicts and lager louts. 

But the council said there had not been 
enough “firm evidence” of anti-social 
behaviour to justify the closure of the public 
right of way, nicknamed “The Black Run” 
by locals. 

This week one Old Orchard resident 
accused the council of concealing the extent 
of the problems. 

“Every time someone puts in a complaint 
they send their workforce to go and clean up 
all the drug wrappers and bottles,” said the 
man, who asked to remain annymous. “By 
the time the councillors get there there isn’t 
any evidence left. 

“But anyone who lives near the area 
knows how nasty it is and that a lot of thugs

gather there because it is dark. 

“My son experienced a serious, random 
attack whilst walking home yet still nothing 
has been done.” 

Passmores Academy headteacher Vic 
Goddard, whose school used to back onto 
the alleyway before it relocated to its current 
site in Tracyes Road last year, branded the 
council’s claims “complete nonsense”. 

“In the nine years I worked at the old 
school site that alleyway was a constant bat¬ 
tle,” he said. 

“Every time I went down there was drug 
paraphernalia or used condoms and 
although our children were sometimes 


responsible for causing trouble they were 
not always the guilty ones. 

“To say there is no evidence is complete 
nonsense. We used to regularly work with 
the police community support officers to 
help clear it all up!” 

But Councillor Emma Toal, portfolio 
holder for youth and citizenship, insisted no 
evidence of drug use had been found after 
the council sent a workforce to tidy up the 
area last week in response to recent com¬ 
plaints. 

“The footpath is a formal right of way so 
there has to be a formal case as to why it 
should be closed,” she said. “Residents need 
to help us by notifying anti-social behaviour 
when it happens. They can do that by con¬ 
tacting Harlow Council on (01279) 446655 
or the non emergency police number 101.” 

Inspector Tom Mitchell, of Essex Police, 
said the area had not been identified as an 
anti-social behaviour hotspot by the force. 

“Essex Police and the Harlow Council’s 
community safety team jointly monitor 
reports of anti-social behaviour and this area 
has not been identified as a hotspot area 
from the recorded reports,” he said. 

“Police will patrol the area and I would 
urge all residents to report incidents of anti¬ 
social behaviour and crime to the police and 
Contact Harlow.”

ONE of Harlow’s first-ever 
council tenants has died at the 
age of 102. 

Ethel Burchell, of Tany’s Dell, 
passed away peacefully in her sleep in 
the same home she moved into 61 
years ago with husband Leonard and 
their four children - Len, Dennis, 
Elaine and Anne. 

Grandson John Mann said the fam¬ 
ily moved to Harlow after their home 
in Leyton was destroyed in June 1944 
during one of the last V1 bomb raids. 

They chose the town after Dennis 
secured an apprenticeship with Dairy 
Pipelines at the Pinnacles. 

“After the war my nan and grandad 
were brought by coach to Harlow and 
shown a plot of land where the first 
part of the new town was being built,” 
said John. 

“At that time the Harlow Develop¬ 
ment Corporation were giving houses

to people who had lost their homes 
during the Blitz. They were offered 
the chance to select their new council 
home before it had even been built 
and moved in May 1951 

While Leonard landed a job at 
Pinnacles-based firm Standard 
Telephones and Cables, Ethel worked 
as a dinner lady at Tany’s Dell School 
and later took on a teaching assistant 
role in the primary’s unit for deaf 
childen. 

John said his family are certain his 
grandmother, who was widowed in 


1969, had the longest residency of any 
council tenant in the town. 

“Although we don’t know for cer¬ 
tain, she was definitely in the first 
busload and we know there is nobody 
else alive from her days as they all 
used to go to the same church,” he 
said. 

“I tried to find out from the housing 
office but they didn’t have the records, 
although they couldn’t think of any¬ 
one else.” 

A keen gardener and knitter, Ethel 
will be fondly remembered by all of 
her extended family. 

“It’s hard to keep track of exactly 
how many of us there are now!” said 
John. “I know she was a grandmother 
to 12, great grandmother to over 20 
and great, great grandmother to a few 
more so she has certainly left a lasting 
legacy! 

“She was really lovely and lived 
such a good, healthy life that it isn’t a 
sad occasion. It has been nice to rem¬ 
inisce about all the good times.”

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Gambler hanged 
himself in wood

A MAN with a long history of gam¬ 
bling problems hanged himself after 
racking up debts, an inquest heard. 

The body of Malcolm Foster (55), of 
Potter Street, Harlow, was found by police 
on April 12 this year in a wooded area off 
Church Langley Way following a 31-hour 
townwide search by officers and volunteers. 

A single man who was separated from his 
partner and children, Mr Foster had not 
turned up for work and was last seen alive 
on April 10. 

Coroner’s officer Paul Gamman told the 
inquest held at Chelmsford on Thursday, 
that Mr Foster had a long history of gam¬ 
bling and owed money. 

Police found a number of letters regard¬ 
ing his debts. 

Mr Gammon added that Mr Foster had 
also been described as “depressed”, 
although he had not seen a doctor about his 
health. 

In a letter to the coroner, Mr Foster’s 
mother Margaret wrote that her son had 
some difficulties and was “very down”. She 
said he also had a gambling problem but 
was a very quiet man who didn’t discuss his 
problems with anyone. 

Her partner Derek Harris, who attended 
the inquest with Mr Foster’s brothers, 
Simon and Paul, told the hearing that Mr 
Foster had not shown signs of depression 
and “kept himself to himself”. 

He added that there was a problem with 
one of his immediate family which was “the 
last straw”. 

“On behalf of the family we would like to 
thank police for the way they conducted 
themselves and the sympathy they gave to 
us and to the volunteer search team which 
went out looking for him,” he added. 

The inquest heard the cause of death was 
asphyxia due to suspension by ligature. 

Toxicology tests showed that Mr Foster 
was also experiencing the side effects of 
having taken cannabis around the time of 
his death. 

Coroner Caroline Beasley-Murray reco¬ 
rded a verdict of suicide.

The dangers of soaking up the sun 



T HE sun may have finally put 
his hat on but, much more 
importantly, so should you! 

It may not be cool to be pale or 
tan-less but it certainly proves 
better for your health. Recent 
research tells us that sunburn 
can double your risk of getting 
skin cancer. 

It's a common misconception 
that a tan means your skin is 
healthy. The truth is a tan is 
actually a sign of the skin being 
damaged by ultraviolet 
radiation. 

When cells are damaged by the 
sun, melanin rushes to the 
surface to provide protection 
against the next blast. So while 
many of us think we are 
building up a nice healthy tan 
by getting in 20 minutes or so 
a day, your skin is in actual fact 
darkening in response to 
damage on top of damage. 

The sun gives out ultraviolet 


(UV) radiation which is made up 
of three types of rays: 

UVA - causes wrinkles 
UVB - sunburn and skin cancer 
UVC - can't penetrate the 
ozone layer 

While this country has hardly 
enjoyed a sun-filled summer, it 


is important not to rush out 
when the rain does stop and lie 
in the sun with only a few items 
of clothing to save your 
modesty...soaking up as much 
heat as possible.

O NE former pupil’s 

cherished memories of 
her years at Tany’s Dell 
Primary School make for 
interesting reading this week. 
Teresa Price, of Milwards, Harlow, 
got in touch after we printed these 
photographs and a request by the 
school for ex-students to get in 
touch with their stories, 

“I was there between 1971 and 
1977 and loved it,” she writes. “My 
first teacher was called Mrs Hardy 
but I think she had to leave 
mid-term through illness. 

“I remember having to miss 
a whole six weeks of school 
in her year as I had 
whooping cough. She had 
the whole class make me 
‘get well’ cards and I got a 
small box of Maltesers, 
which I was very happy 
about. 

“I loved being in the juniors 
with Mr Winder, Mr Sing - 
a Canadian exchange 
student teacher - Miss 
Valentine, Mrs Joseph and Mr 
Miller, who would drop a very large 
book on your head if you talked in 
class! 

“I also remember we had a ‘deaf 
unit’ in the juniors section and if we 
were very well behaved we were 
allowed to go and help out there. 
The hearing aids back then were 
huge and you wore the battery pack 
on your chest.” 


But not everyone took to life at 
Tany’s Dell. “When my little 
brother started in the infants I was 
in my last year in the juniors and at 
break I called over to him to see if 
he was okay,” she explained. “It 
was a big mistake! 

“He ran for me crying and 
screaming and the break time 
assistant had to lift him up, put him 
under her arm and take him inside! 


I later found out after 
school they had to give 
him a snack to keep 
him quiet” 

She added: “My 
favourite time was 
when the daddy 
longlegs would cover 
the outside hall 
windows and when the 
grass on the field was 
cut and we would all 
build forts and have 
grass fights at break. 
“We would play 
marbles by the side of the bike shed 
and do handstands on the patch of 
grass between the infants and 
juniors school. I could go on and on 
but I won’t.”

D O you have any information 
about Seeleys, the imposing 
19th century building which 
once stood in London Road, 
Harlow? 

Harlow Museum heritage officer 
David Devine has made the 
request on behalf of one of his 
volunteers who is currently 
researching the history of the 
property for a project. 

“One of my volunteers, Daniella 
Pelka, has been doing research 
on various old or vanished 
buildings in the Harlow area and 
this particular one is on her list,” 
he explained. 

“Although we have some 
information it is always worth 
enquiring as to whether there is 
anything or anyone out there in 
the town who Imows or can add 
additional information for us.” 
According to an article in the 
Harlow Citizen to coincide with 
the building’s demolition in 
1964, the house was constructed 
in the mid-1800s by the family 


of Rev Frederick Edwards, then 
a minister of Fore Street Baptist 
Church. 

Though loiown amongst locals as 
a ‘baptist manse’, it was actually 
Mr Edwards’ home long after his 
retirement, with subsequent 
ministers having to live in rented 
accommodation in the town. 

The article explains that Seeleys 
later become Harlow 
Development Corporation’s 
estates and social development 
department offices, and later still 
was occupied by the Labour 
exchange and other Government 
departments. 

Mr Devine added: “It would be 
good if we can find more 
information and/or 
reminiscences from anyone who 
loiew the place first-hand.”

THE teddy bear is a potent symbol of 
childhood innocence. But in Ted it is also 
the focal point for a series of deranged 
and debauched misadventures. 

Child and toy become inseparable in this 
deliciously foul-mouthed comedy that 
employs the magic of digital trickery to 
bring to life a stuffed bear as a buddy for a 
lonely boy. 

It’s a simple premise, essentially a live 
action version of Toy Story albeit with the 
eponymous bear accepted as a talking, 
skirt-chasing entity by everyone he 
encounters. 

Writer-director Seth MacFarlane, creator of 
the irreverent animated comedies Family 
Guy and American Dad!, has great fun 
with his real and virtual characters, taking 
verbal pot shots at Susan Boyle, Taylor 
Lautner and Superman actor Brandon 
Routh in a script that gleefully sticks up 
two fingers to political correctness. 

It’s Christmas 1985 and a boy called John 
Bennett (Bretton Manley) stares adoringly 
at his favourite teddy and whispers: “I 
wish you could talk. Then we could be 
friends forever and ever.” 

Just at that moment a shooting star passes 
overhead and the next morning John 
introduces the exceedingly animated Ted 
(voiced by MacFarlane) to his 
dumbfounded parents (Ralph Garman, 
Alex Borstein). 

The film then fast-fowards to the present 
day. John (Mark Wahlberg) now works for 
a car rental company and has a beautiful 
girlfriend, Lori (Mila Kunis). 

When their four-year anniversary dinner 
ends in a fractious discussion about 
priorities, John responds by asking his 
best buddy to move out of the apartment 
and stand on his own two paws. 

Ted has a generous smattering of belly 
laughs, although some of the best 
moments have been repeated ad 
nauseum in trailers. Wahlberg is perfectly 
suited to his role as a goofy hopeless 
romantic and screen chemistry with Kunis 
simmers, if it never quite boils. 

Digital effects are excellent, seamlessly 
melding the bear with live action in hare¬ 
brained action sequences, including a 
hysterical hotel room punch-up and a 
climactic race around a sporting venue 
that may have grown men choking back 
tears. 

And a running gag about a classic 1980 
film results in a wonderful cameo to fan 
the flames of our wistful nostalgia.

Recent research concurs with our own 
view that most buyers buy on instinct, 
typically viewing their eventual home 
no more than twice before making a 
decision to buy.

During this second viewing the buyer 
will take a more detailed look at the 
property, and may take more notice of 
the type of fittings and the structural 
condition. 

The brain will usually decide whether 
to support the heart solely on the 
strength of this second visit and the 
buyer will either make an offer there 
and then, or decide against. Our job is 
to facilitate the right decision. 

So sellers would be well advised to 
remember they are selling a home, not 
just a building, and work with their 
agent to promote the lifestyle benefits 
of their property not just the features.

Athlete will treasure 
carrying 2012 torch 


ATHLETE Sam Watts is hit¬ 
ting some excellent form at 
the tail end of the season - 
but nothing will take away 
the memory of carrying the 
Olympic torch. 

Harlow-born Watts carried 
the torch along Stansted 
Road in Bishop’s Stortford on 
July 7 - and then had days of 
youngsters knocking at his 
door to have their photo taken 
with it. 

“I really enjoyed it - it was 
once in a lifetime. It’s just a 
shame it won’t happen again! 
There were kids knocking on 
my door all evening asking 
for a picture with the torch,” 
said Watts. 

“I didn’t expect everyone 
to be so excited about it, not 
just where I live but up and 
down the country. Everyone’s 
getting behind it.” 

However, the 20-year-old 
sprinter says being a torch 
bearer has inspired him as he 
targets a place at the 
Olympics in Brazil in 2016 - 
and he’s hoping next time he’s 
with the torch it will be in the 
Maracana Stadium in Rio. 

“It was a great feeling to be 
carrying the torch and it just 
made me feel that one day 
maybe I’ll have the same 
crowd cheering me but at the 
Olympics themselves,” said 
Watts. 

“It was such a special 
occasion because not a lot of 
people get the chance to do it 
and I take confidence from 
the fact I was chosen.” 

Meanwhile, Watts will be 
keeping a close eye on events 
at Stratford as his close friend 
Adam Gemili tackle Usain 


Bolt and Co in the 100 metre 
heats starting on Saturday. 

Gemili, who was playing 
for Thurrock in the same 
division as Bishop’s Stortford 
FC a couple of years ago, has 
taken the GB athletics scene 
by storm. 

He finished second behind 
Dwain Chambers in the 100m 
final at the Olympic trials 
before breaking the World 
Junior Championships record 
with a personal best of 
10.05secs. 

“A lot of people are seeing 
Adam doing so well and say¬ 
ing maybe I should be doing 
the same but I’m sticking to 
my plan. I’m not going for 
success now but later,” said 
Watts. 

“Since I started my plan 
has always been to get to 
2016 - I try not to let what 
anyone else does bother me.” 

And Watts believes a 
medal is not beyond the 
realm of possibilities for 
Gemili. “Some people have 
been pointing out that Dwain 
Chambers and Mark Lewis- 
Francis came up being great 
juniors but it didn’t happen 
for them at senior level. 

“You don’t know what the 
future holds and it could go 
either way for Adam - he 
could never run well again 
like some of the seniors or he 
could break the world record, 
and I hope it’s the latter.”

GSK tested 
China star 


THE Olympic spotlight turned to 
Harlow this week after allega¬ 
tions that China’s teenage 
swimming sensation Ye 
Shiwen, pictured right , 
was a drugs cheat. 

However, tests carried out 
at pharmaceutical giants 
Glaxo Smith Kline’s base at 
the science park on the 
Pinnacles estate in Harlow con¬ 
firmed Shiwen’s sample did not contain 
any illegal substances. 

British Olympic Chairman Lord Colin 
Moynihan said Ye Shiwen had passed a drugs test 
and was “clean”. 

He added that she deserved recognition for her 
talent. 

The Chinese swimmer had smashed her person¬ 
al best (PB) by at least five seconds in the 400m 
individual medley and recorded a new World 
Record of 4 mins 28.43 secs. 

Senior US coach John Leonard said her per¬ 
formance was ‘disturbing’. 

He said it reminded him of the East German 
women swimmers in the 1980s who were doping 
on a systematic basis. 

“History in our sport will tell you that every 
time we see something, and I will put quotation 
marks around this ‘unbelievable’, history shows us 
that it turns out later on there was doping 
involved,” he told the UK’s Guardian newspaper. 

However, Shiwen has strongly defended herself 
and denied that she would ever use banned sub¬ 
stances. 

The Olympic movement is determined to 
improve the efficiency of drug testing in a bid to 
root out drug cheats. 

More than three times as many tests will be car¬ 
ried out at this Olympics in Harlow, compared to 



the Sydney Olympics 12 years ago. 

Scientists from King’s College, London have 
been based at the Harlow plant since the spring, 
and have been carrying out scores of tests every 
day during the Olympics. 

They will be based there throughout the 
Olympics and the Paralympic Games in 
September.

But Michels and Fuchs went

He confessed it 
would be tough for Germany 
to bring home a badminton 
Olympic medal for the first 
time in the nation’s history. 
“We have never had a medal 
before with the German 
badminton team. That’s our 
big goal. The chances are slim 
but nothing is impossible. 

“In the last one or two years 
we have shown we can beat 
the top players. We have had a 
period without many 
tournaments but we have 
prepared well. It has been a 
hard task, but we have put a 
lot into our game and into the 
court. The feeling is really 
good.” 

Prior to the training session at 
Leisurezone, the squad was 
filmed by German TV. 

A party of 15 made the trip 
across to Harlow from the 
Olympic Village in Stratford. 


Heartbreak 
for Huckle 

GB ace targets other events after 10m rifle blow 


MARKSMAN James Huckle is 
determined to battle on in his 
quest for a medal at the 
London Olympics - after miss¬ 
ing out in the 10m air rifle 
event. 

The 21-year-old Old Harlow 
shooter was just three points off 
qualifying in Monday’s heat - and 
earned praise from the Duke of 
Kent, watching the action at the 
Royal Artillery Barracks in 
Woolwich. 

His Royal Highness was heard to 
remark: “He’s shooting very well, isn’t 
he?” 


Huckle can now look forward to the 
50m prone event tomorrow (Friday) 
before his favoured 50m three positions 
rifle category on Monday. 

“Three positions is the event I actual¬ 
ly qualified for so in a way this [10m air 
rifle] is just an extra event. It’s been 
great to start off, get the experience and 
the feel for how the events are going to 
go. It stands me in good stead for my 
three positions,” he said. 

“Without a doubt I tried my best but I 
would have liked more, I think everyone 
would have. I lost it a little bit towards 
the end but it’s my first event of three I’ll 
be shooting here so hopefully I can just 
take this experience into my other 
events.” 


Huckle, who won four medals in 
Delhi at the 2010 Commonwealth 
Games, said although the crowd added 
pressure the support was definitely a 
positive. 

He said: “It’s crazy having a crowd 
behind you clapping after every shot, or 
even clapping at all. At most interna¬ 
tionals you can almost hear a pin drop so 
it’s great knowing that most of them will 
be supporting you. Although it does add 
pressure it’s great for motivation and 
support.” 

Huckle had given himself a great 
chance of making the final by shooting 
two perfect rounds of 100 - 10 bullseyes 
from 10 shots.
